VAI/LEJO, Cal., January 13.—The Balti 


more inquiry was completed late this after- 
coon. It baa lasted six days and every 
aspect of tbe affair has been fully inveeti- 
gtittd. The first four days were taken tip 
with testimony of the men who related 
tboir individual experiences during the 
riot. By this the facts wera cleaily brought 
out that the attack was premeditated and 
that the police and eoldiers aided tbe mob 
in their deadly work. 


The fifth day the medical officers of the 


ship testified as to the wounds received by 
the Baltimore's men, and as to the crim- 
inal neglect of tho wounded sailors in the 
Valparaiso hospital, the authorities refus- 
ing to treat the men themselves or to allow 
the Baltimore's surgeons to do so.
